Applicant's arguments filed 01/05/2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Vermont does not disclose asking the customer to pay an owed amount. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Examiner asserts that asking the customer to pay an owed amount in inherent in the Vermont reference. The Vermont 
reference teaches "when the company representative is at the subscriber's residence and the subscriber, at that time, pays the amount in 
arrear in lieu of disconnection" (emphasis added). The applicant's seems to have limited this to mean that the subscriber offers to pay. 
However, there is nothing in the Vermont reference that limits this teaching to offering only. This teaching can be reasonably interpreted 
as either the customer offers to pay to avoid disconnection or the authorized person seeks payment before disconnecting the subscriber. 
When the subscriber chooses to pay, (either by offering or by a request from the authorized person), disconnection is avoided. 
The applicant further argued that neither Akron nor Vermont show or disclose a second visit. The examiner asserts that this step is 
inherent in the Akron reference. The disconnection notice serves as a warning to the subscriber, as such if the subscriber does nothing 
about the warning, the water service will be disconnected (a second visit). Moreover, the claim limitation in its present form reads on 
serving a disconnection notice (yellow door tag) to a subscriber each time the subscriber becomes delinquent, necessitating multiple 
visits. .
